The year 2014 seems to have flown by in a nanosecond. Happy New Year to all of you. 
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The Mount Washington Association (MWA) has invited Assembly Member Jimmy Gomez to install the 
2015 officers and Board of Directors members at the January meeting of the MWA. 


The meeting will take place on THURSDAY, January 22, at 7:30 PM, in the Jack and Denny Smith 
Community Center building of Mt. Washington Elementary School, at 3891 San Rafael Avenue. 


Jimmy will discuss his legislative accomplishments and plans for the future. He has the distinct honor of 
being the incoming chairman of the Assembly Appropriations Committee. He will be accompanied by 
representatives of the Santa Monica Mountains Conservancy (Conservancy) and the Mountain 
Recreation and Conservation Authority (MRCA), public agencies of the state of California, that work in 
tandem to acquire, conserve, and preserve State open spaces and park lands. The Conservancy and 
the MRCA are the bodies charged with the management of Elyria Canyon, Rainbow Canyon, and 
Heidelberg Parks, located in Mt. Washington. Moon Canyon Park is administered by the City of Los 
Angeles. 


There are a number of Mt. Washington members who only referred to ^^^(e)^^the 
Conservancy^MMKe)^^ when discussing our Mt. Washington parks. We used this expression 
because some of us had no idea that the MRCA existed. Conversely, others are experts in this area. In 
1985, three pre-existing agencies, the Santa Monica Mountains Conservancy, the Conejo Recreation 
and Park District, and the Rancho Simi Recreation and Park District entered into a joint powers 
agreement which established the Mountain Recreation and Conservation Authority, a local partner of all 
three agencies. The MRCA is dedicated to the preservation and management of many State open 
spaces, park lands, and parks owned jointly by the Conservancy and by the MRCA. The MRCA provides 
educational and interpretive programs for the public. It also provides natural resources, scientific 
expertise, critical regional planning services, park construction, park operations, fire prevention, ranger 
services, and education and leadership programs for thousands of youth each year. It has also been one 
of the lead agencies providing leadership for the revitalization of the Los Angeles River. You can get 
copies of MRCA meeting agendas by calling James Yeramian at 310-589-3230. 


At the January meeting of the MWA, the MRCA and the Conservancy will make brief presentations on 
their agencies. A question-and-answer session, with questions coming from MWA members, will follow. 
Mt. Washington residents are blessed to be living in an urban center surrounded by so many green 
spaces. The more MWA members learn about the administration of those green spaces, the more 
helpful members can be in preserving and protecting them.

The meeting will also 
feature our annual Brownie Contest managed by Connie Rohman. Bring your favorite brownies to share 
and you may win a prize.

Bicycle advocates stage a die-in outside Councilmember Gil Cedillo^MMK«O^M^s downtown condo

Let us add another chapter to the Figueroa bike lane saga. Frustrated bicycle advocates protested 
outside Councilman Gil Cedillo^M^(e)^^s downtown condominium complex on Sunday morning. 
The protest bike ride, dubbed ^^^jCHALE CON CEDILLOI, and ^^^(e)^^die-in^^^(e)^^ 
was in response to what the bicycle advocates call a lack of dialog from Cedillo, whose First Council 
District includes Highland Park, Cypress Park and several other neighborhoods. The die-in was meant 
to symbolize the heightened risk of injury and collisions cyclists face without a bike lane. 

Surprised neighbors greeted the riders and watched as they milled about outside the condominium 
complex. Cedillo did not make an appearance, but his spokesman, Louis Reyes, said the council office 
has been ^^^(e)^^inclusive in the process^MMK<9^M^ about the future of Figueroa. 

the tyranny of the minority at this point,Reyes said of 
Sunday^MMK<9^M^s demonstrators. ^^(e)^^We have listened to them and will continue to listen 
to them. 

Last month, Cedillo introduced his plan to the City Council for diagonal street parking on Figueroa, a 
move that would eliminate room for bicycle lanes, according to cycling advocates. Cedillo^M^W^M^s 
office refutes that contention, saying Figueroa bike lanes remain a possibility. Cedillo, meanwhile, has 
described the bike advocates who have challenged him as ^MMKe)^H^bullies^MMKe)^M^ who are a 
vocal minority. 

^MM^(e)^^we^M^(e)^M^re tired of the lip service. We^^MK<9^M^re not bullies, 
we^M^(e)^M^re his constituents, said Eastside Bicycle Club founder Carlos Morales 

who participated in Sunday^^^(e)^^s ride and protest outside Cedillo^^^(e)^^s residence. 
Approved in 2010, the Los Angeles Bicycle Plan allocated funds for 5.3 miles of bicycle lanes along 
Figueroa Street in Northeast L.A. But after Cedillo took office, he halted any alterations to the street and 
held several town hall meetings on the topic of road safety that bicycle advocates felt were a waste of 
time. 

^M^(e)^^cedillo is a Sacramento politician who now has to face his constituents,said 
Morales who mentioned that the councilman showed strong support for bicycle lanes when campaigning 
for office. 

But bicycle lanes for Figueroa are still on the table, according to Reyes. ^^MKe)^^The 
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councilmember is diligently working to increase street safety for all residents, not just one 
segment, he said.

wash by a local planning commission. Atwater Village has a number of proposed projects on their roster, 
while Lincoln Heights wants to discuss outreach for 2015. 


Atwater Village 

A number of projects are planned for Atwater Village in 2015, and the Environment and Land Use 
Committee would like to bring those projects to the public^^^(e)^^s attention. They are: a small lot 
development on Chevy Chase and Verdant; a proposed project on 3116-3124 West Larga Avenue 
involving the demolition of 2 existing dwelling units for three single-family residences with six parking 
spaces; a proposed 60-unit project at 3990 & 4000 Chevy Chase on 3.5-4 acres of land; a proposed 6 
unit-project on three lots at 2914 Glenhurst Ave. Wednesday, January 7. 


Highland Park 

Councilmember Gil Cedillo, Council District 1, is flexing his political muscle on a project involving a 
proposed Figueroa Street car wash in Highland Park. The East L.A. Planning Commission back in 
November voted against a proposal to install a one-story, 496-square-foot automated car wash at the 
existing Shell gas station at 5137 N. Figueroa. But Cedillo has introduced a motion that, if approved by 
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the City Council, would give the car wash project a second chance by allowing it to be presented to the 
Planning and Land Use Committee. Wednesday, January 7.
